Runaway Flats Make S peedy 
Run Downhill. 


Thirteen-Mile Race Ends in 
Los Angeles Yards. _ 


Disaster Narrowly Missed on 
Espee Tracks. 


After a spectacular dash of thirteen 
miles down hill, with not a brake set 
nor @ man aboard, two runaway flat 
cars careened into the Southern Pa- 
cific freight vards at River Station 
yesterday, making their wild flight in 
less than ten minutes from Roscoe, 
four miles north of Burbank. 

It was one of the most remarkable 
of all runaways on mountain lines in 
this vicinity, in that the cars ran east 
On the west-bound track over which 
scores of trains pass daily. Miracu- 

usly enough, there was no train on 
the line at the time to contest the 
right of way. There were several nar- 
row escapes of persons crossing the 
tracks in the path of the runaways. 

Shooting into the railroad yards like 
a ball from a cannon, the cars were 
thrown from the main line by quick- 
witted and alert switchmen at the up- 
per end of thé yards, who but 4 mo- 
ment before their arrival had received 
a frenzied report by telegraph from 
Burbank of the coming of the catapuit. 

Risking their lives in the effort, two 
or three switchmen at different points 
threw switches that sent the cars.in 
on tracks where they would do the

From there on. the track is one 
sweeping curve as it follows the course 


of the Los Angeles River into this | 
city. With wonderful tenacity, the 
runaways clung to the rails, tho at 


some of the sharpest curves, the whéels 
on the outer side were in the air most 
of the time. 

OVER MAZE OF SWITCHES. | 

Rattling across the river bridge n.a- 
Elysian Park, the two flats. with jour- 
nals semoking and the platforms rock- 
ing like cradles, struck the maze of 
switches at the upper end of the Los 
Angeles yards and then beat it straight 
for the Buena Vista-street bridge and 
the tangle of tracks below. 

Just before the cars entered ...¢ 
yards a signalman who had been out 
on the line ingpecting the sema 
was poking leisurely along on his rail- 
road velocipede, .which was moving 
east on the west-bound track. 

He heard no warning from the on- 
coming runaways, but‘as was his cus- 
tom at that point, he lifted his veloci- 

e over to the east-bound track. au 
nstant later the two flats whizzed by 
him. Had he remained on the wes*- 
bound track half a minute longer, he 
would have been dashed to death. 

Receipt of the alarm from Burbank 
set the wheels in motion at the dis- 
patcher’s office. The switchmen in the 
yards were warned. They leaped to 
their posts. One of them attempted to 
throw a switch that wouilu have sent 
the cars over onto the east-bound 
track. He was too late. 

Another, a little farther along. threw 
a switch leading from the west-boun! 
track onto the side track leading to 
the Siandard Oi! Company's ware- 
house just south of the Buena Vista- 
street bridge. ~— 

THE FINAL SMASHES. 

A second later the runaways struck 
this switch. The forward truck of the 
first car started in on the side track; 
the rear truck rema 4 on the main 
line. Fifty feet more and the entire 
car plunged into a car loaded with 
machinery, clearing the main line and 
permitting the seconi car to shoot 
down through the yard toward River 
Station. At this point. its speed hav- 
ing been checked by the mix-up with 
the first car, the second flat was whir!- 

along at forty miles an hour.

“People have gone in there, cut the 
timber, set fire to the grain. | 

“The crops Wave been burned off 
the ranch twice by campers’ fires. 
Once Mrs. Rindge’s house was burned 
down. The trees have been destroyed, 
thus endangering the water supply. It 
seems as though these campers would 
rather cut down a good live tree than 
use the dead wood that Ties underneath 
it. They would rather try to burn 


the live wood than the dry fuel 
simply for the pleasure of destroying 
a tree. 


“The most undesirable kind of peo- 
ple you can imagine have gone camp- 
ing there.

“Hunters killed her stock and 
many head of cattle have been stolen 
as well. 

“After these outrages, the owners 
of the ranch decided to shut out the 
public. It might as well be thorough- 
ly understood that any one who goes 
on that ranch from this on will: be 
prosecuted. 

“Mrs. Rindge has gladly given her 
neighbors, the farmer folk in the 
neighborhood of the ranch, permission 
to go over her land. Other people 
must keep out.

the railroad than about the ranch it- 
“The Rindges considere! that strip 
a strategic point in railroad construc- 
tion. In order to hold a franchise they 
began a railroad, and they must go 
ahead with the work, under the law, to 
hold the franchise. Nobody knows 
where the road is going. Lord knows! 
It probably never will go anywhere.

Riverside. in the past year, 
has constructed the most expensive, as 
well as the most finished, piece of road 
that has ever been made in Califor- 
nia—the Huntington Park drive, 
which is four miles in length and upon 
which approximately $40,000 has been 
expended. 

A ROAD Or WONDERS. 

The road * constructed on an easy 
4 per. cent grade to the top of Rubi- 
doux Mountain, a rugged height to 
the west of the city. of an elevation 
of 1300 feet, and rising almost perpen- 
dicularly from the surrounding country. 
Nearly all of the road is blasted out 
of solid rock and in solving the en- 
gineering problems a wonderful sys- 
tem of loops and switchbacks has been 
worked out. 

‘ There are places where there are 
four levels of this , one above the 
other, and there is one point near the 
summit where a person may stand and 
see the road in six places below him. 

The road is a continuous drive; traf- 
fic being always in the same direction. 
This of course has necessitate, an up 
and a down road, the former being 
at a 4 per.cent grade and the latter 
making the descent in half the dis- 
tance at an < per.cent grade. Through- 
out the entire length of the road there 
is a substantial guard wall on the 
outer edge. 

Huntington Park Drive was laid 
out by Maj. H. M. Chittenden, Corps 
of Engineers, U. S. A. Ht has. been 
built by the Huntington Park Asso- 
ciation, a corporation in which H. E. 
Huntington is the largest subscriber. 
and has furnished the inspiring sup- 
port which has made the project a 
success. Liberal subscriptions have 
also been made by the leading busi- 
ness men and citizens of Riverside. 


At the entrance of the park there. 


has been built a boulder bridge, the 
architecture of which is in notable 
harmony with the surroundifigs.

Continuing, Commander Gove thus 
expressed himself with regard to the 
appropriations for land defense: 

“Most of the fortifications on the 
Atiantic Coast are political jobs; of.no 
practical or strategic value, serving 
merely to fill the ets of those who 
had ianfd to sell. ere is, moreover, 
no surer way to invite attack in the 
event of war than to fortify. An un- 
fortified town in civilized warfare is 
quite safe from attack. Fortifications 
are the certain way to attract the fire 
of the enemy and insure the destruc- 
tion of the town. In Purope fortifica- 
tions are so placed that the inhabited 
re of towns are out of the line 
or re.”* 

Uncle Sam's soldiers are spoken of 
by the naval commander in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“Finally, there is no more undesir- 
able adjunct to a city than a fort, both 
during its erection and in its finished 
state. While in process of construc- 
tion, the contractors flood the city with 
hordes of Huns and Slavs, with their 
filthy habits ang undesirable charac- 
teristics. When the fort is established 
@ garrison has to be maintained, draw- 
ing the scum of the earth, low liquor 
dives, camp followers and women of 
the town. Nothing could be worse for 
a city; it would ruin it as a pleasant 
place of residence.”
